Tornadoes in 
east Missouri

One of the two series of windstorms 
swept across Dent, Crawford, Iron, 
Washingtap and St. Francois Counties, 
covering a range of more than 75 miles, 
and being most destructive at Mineral 
Point, Washington County, 64 miles 
southwest of St. Louis. At Mineral 
Point four persons were killed, more 
than 40 were injured, and most of the 
300 residents were made homeless. 


Six More Deaths Reported. 
The other stortmn traversed a path 


about. 60 miles farther south, and dam- 
aged farm settlements and small towns 
in Wayne, Bollinger, Stoddard and Scott 
Counties. Meager reports of the damage 
inflicted in this storm reached Cape 
Girardeau shortly before noon today. 


According to these reports, not fully 
substantiat 2d, four persons were kilied 
near Zalma, Bollinger County; another 
fatality occurred at Dongola, Bollinger 
County, and another at Advance, Stod-

Child Taken When J. H. Keet 
and Wife of Springfield Are 
at Dance. 


$5000 REWARD OFFERED 


Parent Gets Letter Purporting 
to Give Information, but 
Keeps Contents Secret.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., May 31.—An all- 
night search at noon today had failed 
to furnish the police with any clew to 
the person who last night kidnaped 
Lloyd, the 14-months-old“son of J. H. 
Keet, formerly vice president of the 
Holland Banking Co. of this city and 
manager of the Keet estate. 

Keet admitted this morning that he 
had received a letter purporting to come 
from persons who knew something of 
the child's disappearance, but refused to 
give any inforrnaation about the letter or 
its contents. ‘The child was stolen from 
its bed betwe*n 19 o’clock and midnight 
last night. The parents were attending 
a dance at the time at the Country 
Club and returned at midnight to find 
the child gone. 

A raised window and raised screen in- 
dicated that the child had been taken 
from the window. A maid and a 3-year- 
old son slept in’a room which was sep- 
arated from the bedroom by the bath- 
room 

Bloodhounds brought from Peirce City 
took the trail to the main street near 
the home, but it was lost there. 

An automobile is supposed to have been 
used by the kidnapers in effecting their 
escape. 

Citizens this morning volunteered a 
searching party to aid in a _ wide 
search. A reward of $5000 was offered 
by Keet for the recovery of the child or 
information which will assist in its dis- 
covery. 

More than a $1000 worth of jewelry wus 
in the room from which the child was 
taken. Although in — view, it was 
not touched.

ORDERS TAKEN BY AMERICANS AT 
LYONS FAIR TOTAL $42,000,000 


Business for Several Combines 
Mostly in Machines, Engines, Ma- 
chine Tools and Food Products. 

LYONS, May 31.—Forty-two million 
dollars’ worth of orders were taken by 
American houses during the second 
Lyons fair, which recently closed. The 
buyers were from France, Switzerland, 
Spain, Holland, Portugal and the Scan- 
dinavian countries. The pusinéss was 
mostly in machine, engines, machine 
tools and food products. 

The total of the transactions regis- 
tered during the fair was about $80,000,- 
000, so the share of the United Stat.2s 
was a little more than half. There were 
about three times the number of exhibi- 
tors who were at the first fair. 

French houses did a large business in 
articles in which the Germans had a 
practical monopoly before the war, such 
as laboratory glassware, optical goods, 
drug speciaities, synthetic perfumes and 
light hardware.

SENATE COMMITTEE PUTS TAX

Finance Committee today decided to 
provide in the war tax bill to raise $8',- 
000,000 by consumpiion taacs of 2 cents 
a pound on coffee, 5 cents on tea, % cent 
on sugar and 3 cents on cocoa. Substi- 
tutes for tea and coffee also will be 
taxed. 

Another iinportant change agree upon 
was the elinunation of the present tax 
of 12% per cent on war munitions, now 
raising $25,000,000. 


PRINCE OF UDINE. | 
ADDRESSES SENATE 
ON AIMS OF ITALY 


Declares His Country Entered 
War to Secure Herself Against 
New Aggressions. 


Says Germany Will Be Defeated 
Through United Efforts of 
Allies. 


WASHINGTON, May 31.—The Prince 
of Udine, head ‘of the Italian Mission, 
delivered in the Senate Chamber today 
a message from King Victor Emmanuel 
+o the American people. Resplendently 
garbed in uniforms of gold and blue, 
with green shoulder sashes, the mem- 
bers 6f the missicn were enthusiactically 
received. 

The union of effort and purpose of 
Italy and the United States was em- 
phasized by the Prince, who said: 

“Nearly three years have elapsed since 
Europe, without any justifying motive, 
perhaps without any motive at all, be- 
yond the will of a small military oli- 
f£archy, was driven into the greatest 
conflict which human history records. 
Little nations, which were entirely guilt- 
less and which, within their small terri- 
tory contained masterpieces of art and 
treasures of industry have been barbar- 
cusly sacrificed. In the conquered coun- 
tries, personal slavery has returned as 
in the worst periods of medieval inva- 
sion. 

Justified by Science? 

In the enemy’s camp, science has per- 
haps sought to justify all these excesses. 
Will human conscience never be able to 
justify them? Your. wars have been 
fought for independence and for liberty. 
In your wars and in ours, an ideal light 
has guided us and our efforts w all 
directed towards a most noble m. 
What ideals did those who have brought 
so much suffering upon the world aim 
at, outside the dominion of force and the 
triumph of violence? 

“Our enemies are aware that you will 
bring into the war, which is flooding 
Europe with blood and making the 
earth barren, the invaluable strength of 
your men and your wealth. For this 
most noble adherence to our cause, > 
without any thought of conquest ue 
materia! wealth, we shall always be 
grateful to you. 

“The message of your President, as 
our sovereign has said, it worthy, by the 
nobility of its conceptions and the dig- 
nity of its form, to rank with the most 
inspiring pages in the history of ancient 
and immortal Rome. 

“By proclaiming that right is more 
precious than peace, that autocratic gov- 
ernments, supported by the force of 
arms, are a menace to civilization; by 
proclaiming the right of small nations 
to live and to prosper, America has now, 
through the action of her President, ac- 
quired a title of merit which history will 
never forget. 

Aims of Italy. 

“Italy entered into the war with aims 
equal to those which you pursue. Her 
territory had not been invaded, her in- 
recure boundaries hed not been violated. 
Uur peuple understood that the sacrifice 
.f free nations was the prelude to their 
own sacrifice and that we could not re- 
main indifferent without denying the 
very reasons of our existence. 

“Italy wants the safety of her boun- 
tiaries and her coasts, and she wants 
to secure herself against new aggres- 
sions. Italy wants to deliver from long- 
standing martyrdom populations of Ital- 
ian race and language that have been 
persecuted implacably and are, never- 
theless, prouder than ever of their Ito!- 
lar. nationality. But Italy has not been 
and never will be an element of discord 
in Europe and, as she willed her own 
free national existence at the cost of 
anuy sacrifice, so she will contribute with 
all her strength to the free existence 
and development of other nations. 

“By increasing the ruthlessness of sub- 
marine warfare and thus rendering nav- 
igation unsafe and dangerous, our en- 
emies hope to win the war by increasing 
misery and suffering. They hope thr: 
our powerful ally, Great Britain, will 
lack food; that France will lack food, 
and that Italy will lack especially food

COUNTRY HOME BURNED 


Watchman Arouses Family, Who 
Escape at 3 A. M—Jewels | 
Are Saved. 


The home of Adolphus Busch III, vice 
president of the Anheuser-Busch Brew- 
ing Association, at Grandview, St. Louis 
County, was destroyed by a fire which 
Started at 3 a. m. today. 

The hoyse, which was one of the show 
places of the county, was on the Gravoi- 
road, about four miles southwest of the 
city limits, and a half-mile southwest 
of Sunset Hill Country ~.ub. Its cost 
was about $30,000. Originally it was the 
hunting lodge of the late Adolphus 
Busch, grandfather of the present occu- 
pant, but it had been enlarged and ex- 
tensively remodeled so that no outward 
trace of the original frame structure re- 
mained. Recently it had been refur- 
rished thréughout. The house was a 
wedding gift from his parents. 

Busch, his wife and young daughter, 
his three step-children and the serv- 
ants made hurried exits from the house 
and escaped uninjured.

They 
aided members of the family and serv- 
ants in fighting the fire with garden 
hose attached to hydrants. 

One bedroom set and some silver- 
ware anc books were carried from the 
house. ithe family jewelry also was 
saved, 

Take Refuge at Hawes Home. 

Mrs. Busch and the children found 
refuge at the home of Harry B. Hawe, 
their nearest neighbor. The only cloth- 
ing they saved was that worn when 
they ran from the burning house. 

Firemen took out a number of fine 
hunting dogs, collies and greyhounds 
from kennels near the residence. - 

The garage, a circular building con- 
taining several automobiles, was not 
touched by the flames. 

Nothing definite as to the cause of tne 
fire has been determined, but firemei 
and members of the family believe it 
may have been due to crossed electric 
wires.

The fact was, nts now explains, 
that a few. days b. ~~» Washington s 
birthday the Knights uv Pythtas had 4 
célebretion In Maplewooa and Krfaatz, 
being a loyal Knight of Pythias, deco- 
rated his bakery with the Pythian col- 
ors and the stars and stripes.

But it got around 
that the baker had been flying a Ger- 
man flag and as the bakery was stil 
decorated on V’ashington's birthday the 
story finally settled down to the version 
that Kraatz flew tne Hohenzollerr 
standard on Weahington’s birthday.

I'ncle Sam for seven years and was 
loyal to his adopted country and ready 
to fight for it. And, anyhow, he could |

Many strange requests are being re 
ceived by officials from men seeking to 
escape the draft. A young man told 
the Mayor's secretary that he recently 
had been married, and that he had 
sworn he was 21 years old when he ap- 
plied for the marriage license. He do- 
clared that he was not yet 21, and 
wanted the Mayor's secretary to help 
him find a way to escape responsibility 
for the oath he took in applying for the 
marriage license. The Mayor's secre- 
tary was unable to do anything for him. 
Says He Understated Age. 
Another man of German birth, who" 
raid that he lived in Chicago, told the 
Mavor’s secretary that he was 32 years 
old, but that in registering for voting 
he had habitually understated his age.

the jurist. The letter says: 

‘My Dear Judge: I am taking the 
liberty of writing you in order that, 
knowing the truth, you may be able to 
remedy the evil. A number of dest ‘oy- 
ers arrived in port yesterday afq~* a 
10 days’ trip. This proves that the boats 
of this type can cross—it had never 
been attempted before. What 1 am 
writing to you about is this: The sit- 
uation is really getting out of control. 
The American public has been fed on 
‘lies’ for so long that it will be doubly 
difficult to impress it with the facts. 
The simple facts of increasing danger 
and impertinence are: 

“Il. More ships are sunk each month 
than can possibly be replaced in the 
same interval of time. 

“9 An insignificant number of sub- 
marines is being destroyed. 

‘2 Not one-tenth as many have Seen 
accounted for to date as we have been 
led to believe. A hundred American 
sea-going destroyers operating from tlds 
side may hold the situation in check 
long enough to enable the allied army 
to drive the Germans from France and 
Belgium. If the United States does not 
immediately embark on the construc- 
tion of at least 100, and preferably 2, 
destroyers, then it will have only itseif 
to blame for the handwriting on th» 
wail.

“everything my hands and limbs will 
let me do.”’ And I learned that she was 
impatient to get through this particular 
morning’s work so that she could attend 
a luncheon of the Illinois University 
alumni. 

“IT am not a member,” she said. ‘‘I 
attended Glendale Academy in Ill{nois. 
The sister of my very dear friend in- 
vites me to all the Illini reunions.”’ 

There had been too many allusions to 
a very dear friend in Illinois. She told 
me she had taken a course in consulting 
engineering at Chicago University. 

‘“‘We hoped to induce my father to buy 
an ice and cold storage plant and he—I

RUSSIA APPROVED 


Government Accepts Miisters’ 
Proposal; Steps to Be Taken 
- to Get Paper Money. 


CONFISCATION SCHEME 


Move Considered as Result of 
Capitalist’s Failure to Sub- 
scribe to War Loan. 


PETROGRAD, May 31 
sional Government today approved the 
proposal of temporary Finance Minister 
Tereschtenko to ra!se 2,000,000,000 rubles 
$1,000,000,000 and take steps for secur- 
ing for the treasury ‘“‘the supply of pa- 
per money which already has become 
indispensable,’’ the official news agency 
announces. 

The Government’s approval of the 
measure was unanimous, it is stated. 

The correspondent of the Associarcd 
Press understands that the Government, 
with a view of confiscating private prop- 
erty, will issue a communication re- 
the war loan and declaring that the aim 
of the war loan is to prevent the floud- 
ing of the country with fresh paper 
currency, not backed by gold. The 
Government, the communication will 
say, must, as things stand, issué more 
and more paper, with the result that a 
further depreciation in the paper already 
issued will occur. 

The communication will add that the 
capitalists will feel that this kind of 
confiscation is much more burdensome 
than voluntary subscriptions to an in- 
terest-bearing loan. 

The sole aim of the confiscation being 
to call in paper money, war stocks wil 
be exempted. The Government will fur- 
ther remind persons who hoard ci 
rency that the confiscation by no means 
exhausts the category of possible pre- 
ventive and punitive measures. 

The Government, on the proposal of 
the Finnish Senate, has proclaimed che 
complete or partial remission of 3en- 
tences pronounced on all Finnish citizens 
for crimes or offenses committed privr 
to March 2, 1917. 

The Government has also decreed re- 
pressive measures against the abuse of 
alcohol. Persons getting drunk or 
drinking to excess in public places ave 
liable to 18 months’ imprisonment. Per- 
sons while drunk committing robberies, 
acts of violence or dther offenses, will 
be liable to penal servitude for six or 
eight years. 


Serious Economie Situation. 
Food Minister Pieschechonoff unfold- 


<d the serious economic situation to the 
congress of officers’ delegates from the 
front, explaining that it had been im- 
possible as yet to establish a grain 
monopoly, owing to the complicated ar- 
ganization required. 

On the eve of the revolution, he said, 
‘here was virtually no wheat available. 
The supplies had increased in March, 
put dwindled again in April. The army 
requirement was 18,000,000 poods (more 
than 10,000,000 bushels) of wheat weekly, 
but at one time 56,000,000 arrived. The 
shipments now arriving were bigger, but 
iar from normal, and the people prob- 
ably would be obliged to face a still 
further shortage. .Other grains, espe- 
cially oats, also were scarce. 

He feared that even after the grain 
monopoly was organized the situation 
would not be improved, because, sur- 
picious of paper money, the peasants 
demanded raw materials and iron imple- 
nents in exchange for their produce. 

The central committee, which has in 
charge the regulation of the iron sup- 
ply, continued. the Minister, has only 
3,000,000 poods of iron on hand, while 
the niunitions factories require 30,000,000. 
Hence, Russia is on the eve of a ca- 
tastrophe, he declared, unless the popu- 
lation—particularly the peasants—pre- 
nare for the greatest self-sacrifice, 

The provisional Government has abol- 
ished the practice of arresting bankrupt 
merchants. 


Cossacks Support Government. 
The Cossacks in the Ural district held 


a convention recently and adopted a 
resolution to give their unqualified sup- 
port ta the temporary ‘Government. 
They also issued an appeal to all citi- 
zens of free Russia to follow their ex- 
ample. Among the declarations con- 
tained in the appeal were the follow- 
ing: 
“You must remember that the enemy 
watching our interior disorganiza-

‘We have only the front—our own and 
that of our allies. The army must not 
remain quiet, but must help the allies 
by advancing.”

MEN ON WATERLOGGED SHIP 
CLING TO KEEL FIVE DAYS 


Derelict on Side Then Rights Itself, 


and Husegry Crew Haul Shark 
Aboard and Drink Its Bicod. 
HAVANA, May 31.—George Delbat, 
Captain, and a member of the crew of 
the American schooner M. E. Eidridge 
of Dennis, Mass.. met death in the 
Gulf of Méxteo recently from exposure 
and starvation after the lumber-laden 
vessel had been struck by a hurricane 
and become a derelict. 
Eight members of the Eldridge were 
brought here by a British schooner and 
told of having been 15 days on their 
waterlogged ship, with only a litte food 
and water. The Eldridge left Tampd, 
May 5, for Clenfuegos, and three days 
later ran into the hurricane. 
Oliver Kemp, mate of the schooner, 
said that, when the storm struck her, 
she began taking water raoidly and 
settled, despite hard work at the pumps. 
Instead of sinking, however, the schoon- 
er turned on her side, the crew clinging 
to Mer keel. For five days the men 
hung on, waves breaking over them 
constantly. Then, secing that the | 
schooner was making an effort to right | 
herself, the crew cut away her mast 
and the vessel came to an upright po- 
sition and the men took refuge on her 
deck. s 
A seaman managed to get Into the 
hald of the schooner, said Kamp, and 
bring up several cans of food. When 
this gave out the crew succeeded in 
hauling a shark aboard with ropes. 
They hung up the big fish, drank its 
blood and ate some of the flesh. 

Several ships passed within sight of 
the stranded vessel, but none of them 
observed her signals and the men had 
almost resigned themselves to die when 
the British schooner took them aboard.

Two St. Louis Priests Hurt. 

Two St. Louis Catholic priests, the 
Jiev.

James’ Church, 1360 Tamm avenue, 
and C. F. O'Leary of Notre Dame 
Church, Wellston, were in the depot. 
and both were injured. They were sent 
to St. John’s Hospital, St. Louls, and 
it was said there this morning that 
Father O’Connor seemed to have suf- 
fered serious internal injuries.

A local train was approaching Mineral 
Point from the south as the tornado 
came, this being the train for which 
the St. Louis priests were waiting.

IAN POLES DEMAND 
ANS REEDOW OF THEIR COUNTRY 


Resolutions of National Cenvention 
at Cracow Read Publicly Without 
Interference From Authorities. 

COPENHAGEN, May 31.—A national 
convention of Austrian Poles which was 
held in Cracow during the Whitsuntide 
holidays, unanimously indorsed a resolu- 
tion of the Parliamentary Polish Club 
calling for a re-establishment of a free 
and independent Poland, with access t2 
the sea. 

The resolution, which virtually is an 
appeal for independence and separation 
from Austria and the Hapsburg dynasty, 
was read from the City Hall balcony to 
a vast crowd and was thunderously ap- 
plauded. 

Apparently there was no interference 
from the Austrian authorities. 

The wording of the resolution is note- 
worthy fer the absence of any reference 


to Germany, although it is notorious 
that Polisn hopes for an access to the 
sea are based on the acquisition of Prus- 
sian Danzig. The Poles a‘so aspire to 
the inclusion in an independent state of 
Warsaw, and that part of Russian Po- 
land which is now in the hands of the 


Germans.

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NEW MEN IN BATTERY 


They Upset Tradition Under 
Which Lieut. Warner Should 
Succeed Capt. Rumbold. 


A controvergy between officers and en 
listed men of Battery A, with the newer 
members arrayed against the older ones. 
and having a touch of the social ele- 


ment, has arisen within the battery 
over the election to its captaincy re- 
cently of Second Lieutenant Leon Sand- 
ford, over the heads of two First Lisu- 
tenants. 

Frank M. Rumbold, who resigned the 
captaincy to become a member of the 
Commission of Militia affairs in Wash- 
ington, is opposing the naming of Lieut. 
Sandford and insisting that Lieut. Wal- 
ter J. Warner be named Captain. 

Under Missouri laws, officers of 
the battery are elected by the mem- 
bers, a majority of those entitled to 
vote being necessary to elect. Lieut. 
Sandford had had experience as a 
Sergeant in the regular army artil- 
lery, and enlisted as a private in 
Battery A. Because of his efficiency 
he was advanced rapidly until he was 
elected Second Lieutenant. 

When a vacancy occurred in the 
captaincy and an election was called 
to fill it, Rumbold, who has com- 
manded the battery nearly all the 
time since before the Spanish-Ameri- 


can War, departed for his new post 
in Washington with the belief that 


there would be no question about the 
election of Lieut. Warner, who was 
next in line and whose election he 
desired, 

In the recruiting for Mexican bor- 
der service and for service in the 
war With Germany much new blood 
has entered the battery, and when the 
election was held it was found that 
a majority of men gave little heed 
to the advancement traditions in the 
organization. 


of the election, he wrote a letter to 
Sandford insisting that he decline the 
captaincy. Members of the battery say 
that Rumbold wrote Sandford he wourd 
receive 0 «co-operation, and ever 
threatened to withdraw use of the dat- 
tery’s armory at Grand avenue and Car- 
oline street.- The armery- property is 
owned by the St. Louis Light Artillery 
Associatio’., of which Rumbold is wecre- 
tary, and for which the State and city 
‘pay rental, for the battery’s use of it. 

Another #tory talked among the nera- 
bers is that the controversy Was in a 
degreé an outgrowth of dissatisfaction 
among the men over the mess provided 
for them y.hen they were on bwurder 
duty. Some members of ‘he battery, 
who were assigned temporarily to a rés- 
ular army battery, found the food much 
better than they were receiving, and told 
their fellows about it. 

Lieut. Sandford has requested Gen. 
Clark to withhold for the time being his 
captain’s commission, explaining that he 
desires to avoid friction in the battery, 
but pointing out tne men had the right. 
under the law to elect whom they chuse 
stating that he expected to take the ca,- 
taincy if they urge him to do so. The 
battery expects to be mustered into 
Federal service in August.
